To theſe muſte be added, that we 
whiche are redemed and made alyue 
thoꝛow the blood of Chꝛiſt, ought to pꝛe 
ſerre nothing befoꝛe Chꝛiſt: becauſe he 
pꝛeſerred nothing befoꝛe vs, but foꝛ our 
ſakes he pꝛeferred aduerſitie befoꝛe pꝛo⸗
